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SECOND DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because of text in shadow areas in Figure 4, and handwritten numbers and 
words in Figures 1-4. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



2. Claims 1,2,3,6,8,9,10,13 contain the trademark/trade name Infiniband. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 
1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or 
trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe 
an Infiniband network and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite.
